WHAT IS RAMADAN: 


Ramadan is one of the twelve Arabic months. It is a month which is 
venerated in the Islamic religion, and it is distinguished from the other 
months by a number of characteristics and virtues, including the 
following: 


Allah has made fasting this month the fourth pillar of Islam. 
Allah (tla, 43...) says: 


“THE MONTH OF RAMADAN IN WHICH WAS REVEALED THE QUR'AN, 
GUIDANCE FOR MANKIND AND CLEAR PROOFS FOR THE GUIDANCE AND 
THE CRITERION (BETWEEN RIGHT AND WRONG). SO, WHOEVER OF YOU 
SIGHTS (THE CRESCENT ON THE FIRST NIGHT OF) THE MONTH (OF 
RAMADAN I.E. IS PRESENT AT HIS HOME), HE MUST OBSERVE SAWM 
(FASTS) THAT MONTH..." 

(Surah Al Bagarah 2:185)

YEARS AND 4 MONTHS). THEREIN DESCEND THE ANGELS AND THE ROH
